JAPAN. 

YOKOHAMA. 

‘We have received no newspapers by this mail. The steamer 
Union arrived at Shanghai on the 10th April, having left Yoko- 
hama on the 3rd, only two days later than our last advices, 
There had been several arrivals at Shanghai, from Nagasaki, 
the last, a barque, having left that port on the 14th April. As 
we find nothing relating to Japan in the Shanghai papers, but 
the following little bit, it is but fair to conclude that the 
arrivals referred to brought no intelligence worth reprinting. 

At one of the last meetings of the Gorogio, it was decided 
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that the treaties made with foreign Powers should be hence- 
forth laws of the empire, and that the States which have not as 
yet entered into treaty relations shall be informed that tho 
Japanese Government is willing toopen negotiations to that 
end, provided they are willing to respond to this overture. 
This decision was adopted in consequence of the representations 
of Daimio Sakkai-Hidano-Kami, who demonstrated to the 
members of the Council the advisability of admitting as a 
principle that all foreigners should be admitted to trade; that, 
in the interests of Japanese commerce, the greatest possible 
number of nations should have access to the ports. The same 
Daimio, who is indentificd with the party of progress, has de- 
termined that Yedo, the residence of the Tycoon, shall be con- 
nected by electric telegraph with Miako, the residence of the 
Spiritual Sovereign, so as to maintain a continual and instan- 
taneous relation between them, and the prompt dispatch of all 
joint affairs, 
NAGASAKI. 

Messrs, Glover and Co. have imported a small locomotive 
carriage, which they ran up and down the bund occasionally, to 
the intense delight and astonishment of the Japanese. The 
officials take especial pleasure in crowding into it, aud finding 
themselves whisked from one end of the settlement to the 
other in four or five minutes.

SHANGHAI. 

The P. and. O. mail of the 27th February arrived out on the 
15th April. The dates are now down to the 20th. The 
items of news are very scanty. A somewhat better feeling 
in mercantile matters prevailed, but only to be succeeded, 
it was feared, by despondency, as the accounts arrived from 
this side. The British Consular Court pronounced judgment 
in the case of the Fire Dart v. The Emperor, The decision 
was in favour of the defendants with costs. The Court 
held that the master of the Fire Dart was in fault in port- 
ing his helm to avoid the Emperor, and that he should 
subsequently have stopped and reversed his engines, which 
hefomitted todo. An appeal will, of course, be laid before 
the Supreme Court of Hong Kong. 

The Fychow giant has positively left in the Vanguard for 
London, accompanied by a dwarf of only two feet high, 
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A dividend of 25 per cent. has been paid on the estate of 
Alexander Cock, 

The following gentlemen have declined to serve on the 
Municipal Council :—Messrs. W. Keswick, E. F. Duncanson, 
R. R. Westall, H. S. Grew, W. 5. Wetmore, R. Jarvie, T. Han- 
bury, and L. G, Dunlop. Messrs. Hogg and Probst have also 
been asked whether they would allow themselves to be placed 
in nomination; no reply has been received from the former, 
and the latter, whilst accepting the nomination, expresses in- 
ability to attend the board meetings regularly, We under- 
stand that none of the retiring Council offer themselves for 
re-election. 

The Times’ correspondent writes, under date 19th April :— 
The opportune departure of tho French mail this afternoon 
enables me to transmit at once the intelligence, which arrived 
this morning from Peking, of the disgrace of Prince Kung. I 
hope to be able to send you by the English mail, which will 
leave four days later, a translation of the edict conveying the 
sentence. General arrogance, cupidity, and favouritism 
are indicated as the principal grounds of this impor- 
tant step. The Empress Dowager and the Prince have 
Jong been opponents, and it is to her principally that 
the disgrace which has overtaken him is believed to be attri- 
butable. His Highness appears to have counted too far on 
the security of his position, and to have omitted to pay 
tothe Emperor the respect to which his rank entitles him, 
notwithstanding his tender years. At a recent review espe- 
cially his beliaviour is said to have been so arrogant towards 
both his Majesty and the Empress Dowager, that it brought 
the growing feud to a climax, and promoted the decree which 
has stripped the Prince of all his appointments and honours, 
and confined him a prisoner to his palace, to enable him to 
meditate on and repent his misconduct. Four of his brothers 
are appointed to fulfil in turn various ceremonial offices hither- 
to performed by the Prince; and ,Wen-siange, a mandarin, 
believed to be well-disposed towards foreigners, succeeds him 
in the Presidency of the Foreign Board ; so it does not as yet 
appear that foreign interests are likcly to be injuriously affected 
by the change, 

AMOY. 

The China Mail announces the news from Amoy as inter- 
esting. The Imperialists are gathering so steadily and closcly 
around Changchow-foo that the Taiping insurgents there be- 
sieged are getting desperate. ‘Ihe last fight was on the occa- 
sion of a sally made by the rebels against the left wing of the 
besieging army, which was under Kaou’s command. The 
latter officer was making very good practice with a couple of 
nine-pounder guns, and the Shi Wong determined to disable 
them, 

For this purpose he came down personally and proceeded to 
view the firing off of certain shells prepared by an old assistant 
of Macartney’s, named Mike. Shi had just received a wound 
from the explosion of a shell, avd was in rather a dangerous 
mood, Rhody, it is reported, was taking orders from the Shi 
‘Wong, and attempting to silence the Imperialist 9-pounders. 
Owing, however, to imperfection either in tho manufacture of 
the shells or the length of the fuse, little progress was made, 
some of the shells dropping at a few yards’ distance and some 
exploding too soon, Exasperated at this and fretting from his 
wound, Shi had the heads of the two foreigners taken off at 
once by his own command. 

Tho execution of the Irishmen, Mike and Rhody, will do 
more than the Queen’s Orders in Council to prevent foreigners 
joining the rebels. We hear that Colonel Kirkman is at the 
head of the Imperialist army, and is much deferred to by the 
mandarins, We wish the colonel well; he is a good, modest 
soldier, and deserves more praise than we can give him, Such 
men are destined to be heard of in China yet. 

HONG KoNG. 

The P. and O. mail of 10th March arrived out on the 22nd 
April. The dates are now down, by this mail (French), to the 
26th. The P. and O. mail to follow was appointed to leave on 
the 29th April. 

A rumour was circulated on the arrival of the mail steamer 
that Sir Hercules Robinson died suddenly on arrival at Colombo. 
We are happy to state that there is no truth in the report, 

We hear that the Consuls at Canton are communicating with 
the Chinese authorities on the subject of the great decrease in 
the importation of foreign rice. It is astonishing to learn that 
since the Treaty of Ticutsin was signed, the importation by 
foreign vessels has fallen from 850,000 piculs to 71,000 piculs ; 





consequentlyricehas risen to the present high price. Thecause of 
this decrease is, wo think, owing to a stipulation in the present 
tariff rules, by which foreign vessels carrying a cargo of grain, 
although it be duty free, are rendered liable to the payment of 
tonnage dues. Now, before the Tientsin Treaty came into 
force, all foreign vessels going to Canton with a full cargo of 
rice and leaving in ballast, were exempt from tonnage dues ; and. 
avessel bringing a part cargo of rice and part general cargo 
paid only half tonnage dues. If they took a full cargo out, 
then of course they paid full tonnage dues. 

The following items are from the daily edition of the Ching 
Mail :— 

“The new Union Chapel has been opened for public wor- 
ship. As our readers are aware, the chapel is built on the 
site formerly occupied by the St. Andrew’s School. The 
exterior of the building is very good and effective, The 
chapel is oblong, with a tower at the westend. The style of 
architecture partakes chiefly of the Norman school, the arches, 
mouldings, and decorations being after that mode, The 
difficulty of adapting this or any other style of church archi- 
tecture to the requirements of a tropical climate has been 
quite surmounted in the present case. The interior of the 
chapel is light and airy, and the ornamentation very tasteful 
and appropriate. The pulpit is on one side of the building, 
and faces the north; opposite to it is a gallery for the choir; 
at either end is a gallery fitted with three rows of pewa; the 
pews in tho area of the church are apacious and comfort- 
able. The whole arrangements are of such a nature that 
we may sincerely congratulate the congregation upon the very 
fine edifice they have obtained. Mr. John Studd, of the Royal 
Engineers’ Department, drew the plans and superintended the 
work, which reflects decided credit on his ability and taste as 
an architect. It cannot but be gratifying to the Rev. Dr. Legge 
to see this new chapel completed so far, and opened free from 
debt. The tower will soon be finished, and it is to be hoped 
that the committee will be able to furnish it with a small peal 
of bells, for which provision has been made in the interior 
structure.” 

The two companies of the Hong Kong Volunteer Corps 
marched out to Pokfolum, starting from Government House at 
about 8am, The morning was warm with a good breeze 
when the corps set out, headed by the band, the Artillery lead- 
ing and tho Rifles bringing upthe rear. On reaching Pokfolum 
the corps halted at Mr. Nissen's bungalow, where breakfast, &c., 
was provided. After brcakfast, twenty rounds of ammunition 
were served out, and rifle practice at 300 yards commenced, 
The firing was good, and again in favour of the Rifle Company. 
After tiflin (during which the band played several airs in 
capital style) the Voluntecrs amused themselves in various ways, 
as is their wont on such occasions ; and when the afternoon 
began to cool, a bathing parade was ordered to the pool of 
fresh water in the adjacent ravine. Two or three photographic 
views of the corps, grouped in front of the bungalow, were 
taken, and they came out well, The march home commenced 
shortly after five, and the head-quarters were reached before 
seven. The whole line of march, from near the Sailors’ 
Home to Icchouse-lane, was crowded with Chinamen, who 
seemed to take a lively interest in the re-appearance of 
the Volunteer Corps, which seems decidedly in favour 
among the native population; @ fact that promises well 
for the influcnco of the corps, should there at any 
time be a disturbance of the peace which it was desired 
to allay without gomg to extremities, The officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and privates, are all known, moro or 
less, to the respectable part of the native community, and as 
they are not paid for preserving order but give their services 
for mere goodwill, it is natural that great respect should be 
shown to them when they appear as peace-makers. There are 
plenty of ruffians in Hong Kong; and should they ever 
coalesce for mischief on alarge scale, the Volunteers would very 
soon give an account of them. 

‘The Pootung case has had much attention, but there appears 
to be so much scandal on the subject that we refrain from 
noticing it. 

The P. and O. steamer Benares, in leaving the harbour on 
the 15th April, got aground opposite the Harbour-master’s 
office, but got off and proceeded the next morning. 

A private of the Royal Engineers committed suicide by sus- 
pending himself. Ho was formerly a lance-corporal, but had 
been reduced and sent to confinement for some mishaviour. 

Seventeen piratical Chinese, brought to Hong Kong by the 
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gunboat that went in search of the Georg Andreas pirates, wore 
handed over to the Canton authorities. They were taken, we 
may say, red-handed, in the act of plundering a junk recently 
captured, When brought to Hong Kong, it became a question 
whether an indictment against them would stand good, as the 
crime occurred in the inland navigation of China rather than 
upon the high seas, There being no doubt of their guilt, 
however, it was a serious consideration that such men should 
have the slightest chance of escaping the punishment due to 
their crimes ; and the Acting Governor, on the matter being re- 
presented to him, and on persual of the depositions taken at the 
Police Magistrate's Court, wisely resolved to send the men to 
Canton, witha copy of the charges against them and the evi- 
dence in support thereof. When they first learned that they 
were to be sent to Canton, several of themsaid “Then we'll 
surely die.” The captain is believed to be among the number, 
and he offered liberal cumshaws to be allowed to remain within 
our jurisdiction, the air of Canton not agreeing with his con- 
stitution, We are sure that such a step as thison the part of 
Mr. Mercer was dictated by a deep regard for justice, anda due 
respect for the best interests of this colony. We can only regret 
that in cases of piracy on the high seas, the same course is not 
pursued. Not only are we at the trouble and expense of ap- 
prehending pirates in these waters, but the whole machinery 
of our Supreme Court is kept in constant operation in trying 
the cases furnished by our activity in bringing such scoundrels 
to justice. It would be well if some arrangement were mado 
by which the Chinese Government would do half the work. 
Article 53 of the Tientsin Treaty says :—‘ Tn consideration of 
the injury sustained by native and foreign commerce from the 
prevalence of piracy in the seas of China, the high contracting 
parties agree to concert measures for its suppression.” 

On the Baron de Meritens the Daily Press has the fol- 
lowing :— 

“The Baron de Meritens appears to be under neither control 
nor advise. He has, as we previously remarked, entirely stepped 
out of his sphere as Commissioner of Customs, and has assumed 
the entire direction of affairs. To say that he has clothed him- 
self with the functions of the Emperor would be to understate 
the fact, for whilst every Emperor has a council, the Baron has 
none. To say that he has usurped the powers of a Commander- 
in-Chief would also be to describe his assumed functions very 
imperfectly ; for who ever heard of a Commander-in-Chief being 
Commissioner of Customs and Minister of Foreign Affairs, as the 
Baron undoubtedly is ? His assumption of authority is totally un- 
authorised and spontaneous. It must prove injurious to the 
customs establishments, and we think detrimental to Imperial 
interests. The incessant spasmodie interference prolongs that 
banefal idea in the minds of the Mandarins, that foreign inter- 
vention is always at hand to avert their downfall. Their sal- 
vation is in their own hands ; if they choose to arouse them- 
selves, to eschew apathy, corruption and fatalism, they could 
sweep the Taipings from the face of the earth in six months, 
They have the money and the means—there is no obstacle 
except Mandarin impracticability and obstructiveness, They 
can never learn this until left to their own resources, and until 
there is an end of this burlesque of foreign neutrality.” 

CANTON. 

The Amateurs at Canton gave their sixth and last per- 
formance to subscribers on the evening of Tuesday, the 18th, 
when they were honoured by the presence of Admiral Sir A. 
L. Kuper, K.C.B, and staff. The pieces selected for the oc- 
casion were, “The Fearful Tragedy in Seven Dials,” and “ Sent 
to the Tower.” ‘Tho various characters were sustained with 
great spirit, and it would be difficult to judge to whom the 
palm should be awarded ; suffice it to say the whole was very 
successful, 





SIAM, 

On the 17th April (reports the Siam Times of the 20th), 
Captain Aubaret, Consul for France, accompanied by the officers 
of the Hitraille, attended at the Palace of his Excellency, the 
Prime Minister, for the purpose of witnessing the anulling of the 
Siamese treaty with Cambodia, Also, for signing a supple- 
mentary article to the treaty between France and Siam 
respecting Cambodia, This article stipulates that the King of 
Cambodia shall nv longer pay tribute to Siam, but allows him to 
make presents, if heso pleases. This article will have to be sent 
home to be ratified by the French Government. It absolves 
Cambodia altogether from any allegiance to Siam. The 
article which we copy from the London and China Ex-

press* to-day is almost prophetic, though wo have reason 
to believe that no treaty has yet been made by France, 
with the viceroy of Laos there is every reason to think that 
it will soon be made. These little bloodless conquests must 
be very gratifying to France, and as long as the parties most in- 
terested in checking them remain oblivious to their own 
interests, no one else has any right to complain, With re« 
ference to this Cambodian business we may remark that Con- 
sul Aubaret received his instructions by the Chow Phya prior 
to the arrival of the Mitraille. The Siamese authorities had 
yielded the point prior to her arrival. When it was known in 
Bangkok that she had arrived at the Bar, instructions were sent 
from the Foreign Office at Bangkok by express to Paknam, to 
permit her to pass up at once without dropping her anchor. 
There was no breach of etiquette committed. But as the Siam 
authorities took the initiative in civilities on this occasion, the 
Mitraille waited till she got to Bangkok to respond to them, 

The Sian Times has also the following “leader” on the 
above :— 

“The events of the week have been interesting, if not pain- 
fully so, to Siam. One of her dependencies has been wrested 
from her sway by the Consul of one western nation just at 
the very moment that her sovereign was granting his first 
audience and Exequatur to the Consul of another. All this, 
while the Consul of a third, more deeply interested 
in . Siamese affairs than either of the other two, was 
enjoying himself on the seaboard, seemingly caring little 
for events, which, if apparently trivial at present, must 
have important consequences in the future. It might 
be even yet time, did the British Consul act, or did he 
sufficiently possess the confidence of the Siamese Government 
to induce them to request him to act, (their request giving 
weight to his remonstrance at home,) to have such influence 
brought to bear upon the French Cabinet as to prevent the 
ratification of the Supplementary Treaty which was concluded 
between H.I.M.’s Consul and the Siamese Government, 
on the 17th instant. But wo fear the Siamese autho- 
ritics are too proud to ask assistance from such a 
quarter, even were he willing and ready to afford it. 
Still, it does seem strange that the representative of one of 
the oldest allies of Siam should be absent at such a crisis. 
We wonder if Her Britannic Majesty’s representative in China 
would be so apathetic were the French to make demands on 
the Peking Government similar to those they have made on 
that jof Siam? We think not. However, it is not to us 
nor to any public opinion here, that officials must answer for 
omissions of duty. They are responsible solely to the 
Governments which send them here, and we have no doubt 
but that H.BM.'s Consul will be quite prepared to account 
for his conduct to those who have a right to demand it.” 

On Monday, the 17th April, Mr. P. Lessler, the recently ap- 
pointed Consul for Prussia and the German States, attended 
at tho Royal Palace, for the purpose of receiving from His 
Majesty in person his cxequatur as Consul, We are informed 
that His Majesty had ordered the reception to be of a most 
iunposing character, as a mark of his estcem for and friendship 
with the Prussian nation, At the royal landing sedan chairs 
had been provided to convey the Consul and his friends to the 
palace, at the gates of which some pieces of ordnanco had been 
placed. Inside the gates the troops were drawa up in line, 
and presented arms, The Royal Ushers then conducted the 
party to an ante-chamber, where they were furnished with 
refreshments, and after waiting five minutes they were ushered 
into the presence. His Majesty, seated on the throne, and 
surrounded by the princes and nobles, then called on Mr. 
Lessler to advance and receive his exequatur, which had been 
written by the Royal hand. The document having been 
presented with the usual compliments, the party adjourned to 
the dining saloon, where a most elegant repast had been 
provided, His Majesty joining the party,and] wishing success 
to Prussia and her representative in Siain. The dinner over, 
the consul and party were escorted out with the same honour 
as at entering. 


COCHIN CHINA, 
BAIGON, 
We learn from the Courrier du Saigon that Governor Rear- 
Admiral de la Girondier has left for France, where he has been 
summoned by the Minister of Marine and the Colonies. On 





© «French Encroachments on Siam,” in the London and China Express 
of Feb. 17, and the London and China Telegraph of Feb. 20, 
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leaving, the Admiral made over the government to Rear- 
Admiral Roze, Commander-in-Chief of the naval division in 
China and Japan. The definite refusal of the Treaty proposed 
by the Court of Hue has placed the French in Cochin China 
(remarks the Courrier) in a novel position. The work of con- 
quest and the pacification of the country is finished. The 
uucertainty of its future, which at one time caused anxiety, 
disappears with the prospect of reconveyance, and limited oc- 
cupation abolished by the rejection of the treaty; and the 
colony must now advance towards the destiny prepared for it 
by the recent decision of the Emperor. The moment has now 
arrived seriously to study the numorous questions that, 
under this new condition of things, present themselves, 
and to adopt in the first place, for the direction of affairs, 
a certain Jine of conduct, and to perfect the schemes 
of organisation which are at present only in outline. 
For this reason the minister has called Admiral Giron- 
dier to hima, and as he seeks advice, whom could he consult 
with more profit than the honest man who with a calm and 
intelligent spirit has directed during two consecutive years, 
with moderation, firmn2ss, and success, the affairs of the 
colony? But it is not only by his profound knowledge of the 
country that Admiral Girondier will be able to serve Cochin 
China fully in the Councils of the Emperor. He will also serve her 
by his sincere attachment tothecolony. As he himself said, on 
leaving, to the Expeditionary Corps, “ The Minister has called me 
in order to have near him a voice devoted to Cochin China.” 
Until the return of the Governor, Admiral Roze will consider it 
his duty to continue the work beguu. The principles that will 
guide him in the accomplishment of his taskhave been explained 
by himself in the proclamation which he published on the 
day he assumed his functions.

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 4th May. The English mail of the 27th 
March arrived on the morning of the 30th April. 

Colonel Man, Resident Councillor at Penang, has been forced 
to come to Singapore for change of air, his health having been 
in a precarious state for some time past. 

‘The feud between the Ghi Hok Kongsi on the one side, 
and the Ghi Hin Kongsi and Chinese Christians on the other, 
has at length been patched up. A treaty of peace has been 
signed and sealed by the elders of each society, and so, for a 
short time, perhaps, the streets of Singapore will be free of the 
disgraceful scenes that too frequently disturb them. 

‘The Coroner has concluded by his inquiry into the cause 
of the death of Henry Sanders, boiler-maker, killed by the 
explosion on board the Johore, when Messrs. Binns and Cooke, 
engineers of ILMS. Rifleman and Perseus, were examined. 
‘These gentlemen were of opinion that the boiler burst by over- 
pressure of steam, but how occasioned they could not say. 
‘They also considered that one engineer was not sufticient, even 
with European stokers, to manage the machinery and boilers, 
and that there should have been at least two engineers and 
one European, or skilled native stoker, for'thesafety and proper 
working of the ship. The verdict of the jury was “ Accidental 
Death,” and they further recorded : “‘Tho jury are of opinion. 
from the evidence laid before them, that in all probability the 
explosion of the J/ohore might have been avoided had the ship 
been manned with the necessary staff of engineers usual on 
board ships of the same size,” 

A mau named Samucl Smith has been committed for trial 
at the next Criminal Sessions, for stealing the gold watch and 
chain lost by Tunku Abdulrahman at the explosion of the 
Jokore. Swith states be was in the Royal navy for several 
years as a seaman, and has two medals end several clasps. He 
did rot attempt to deny the charge. It is believed the prisoner 
came to Singapore from,Swan River, and is most likely a ticket- 
of-leave man, Onthe same day another European, named 
Edwards, who also professes to have been in the Royal navy, 
was committed to the House of Correction for obtaining a dollar 
by false pretences.

Two Chinese were executed on the 29th April for the murder 
of one of their countrymen, committed while the late feud was 
raging between the two hostile sections of that community.

Continental Lutelligence, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpas, June 8. 

Contrary to my supposition, the second Chamber of the 
States-Gencral approved, by 47 against 25 votes, the important 
economical measure to abolish the Communal Exciscs, after 
having passed the new constitution for Surinam and Curacao. 
‘The tropical temperature now prevailing seems to induce the 
Members to pass the several Bills of the Government as quick 
as possible. In the first Chamber the four Medical Laws were 
voted in two sittings, in spite of the large number of peti- 
tioners. The International Sugar Convention was liktwise 
approved with unanimity, and the Bill relative to the sugar 
duties confirmed by 16 against 12 votes. The First Chamber 
took a recess. 

Ina former letter I mentioned the rumour that the sucar- 
trado intended to protest against the sugar-laws by not buying 
the high numbers in the Government sugar auction. ‘This 
manauvre, however, has no results. The prices paid at auction 
for the white qualities were from 1 to 1} florius higher than 
those paid in March last. 

The Second Chamber has commenced the discussion on the 
Indian tariff. I told you before that this was a Bill founded 
upon the system of the juste milien, which caused the opposition 
to come from the Covservative as well as from the Liberal 
benches. ‘The former were of opinion that the Bill was not 
protective enough to the manufacturer; while the others said 
the Bill was illiberal, because our manufacture was too much 
protected, The majority of the Second Chamber, however, 
supports the measure of the Minister of the Colonial Depart- 
ment. The amendments (both of the Radical and Conservative 
side) were rejected, so that the Bill will be voted by a large 
majority. 

The King will start on the 1st of July for Lucerne ; while 
Her Majesty will make a trip to England on the war-steamer 
Cycloop, There are some rumours in circulation that a mar- 
riage for the Prince of Orange will be tho object of this visit ; 
but I cannot warrant them, and prefer to wait till I have more 
information, Her Majesty will stay in Loudon about three 
weeks, 

Yesterday the University at Leyden commemorated an ex- 
istence of 290 years by an historical masquerade, representing 
the entering of Zicrikzee by the Dutch, in 1304, under th e 
command of Younker William, Karl of Oostervant. A larger 
number of strangers was never seen in the town than was pre- 
sent at this quinquennial festival. 

On the 25th another great festival will take place in the 
game town. The Government offers on that day a dinner 
to all the old soldiers of 1813-1815. More than 1,500 men 
have presented themselves. A silver cross will be conferred on 
these old veterans, 

Messrs. Swaan and van Heyningen, the concessiouaires for 
the construction of tho harbour of Scheveningen, have con- 
tracted with a London financial corporation to furni-h the 
capital wanted, and have laid their contract betore the Minister 
of the Home Department. 

T have to mention the death of J. B,J, Sutherland, General- 
Major of the Eust India Army, who divd at Maariv, He 
was one of the bravest ollicers of that army, . 
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Parliamentary Intelligence. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


LIGHTHOUSE ON THE BASSES ‘ROCKS, CRYLON. 

(June Ist.) Mr. B. Cocunane asked for an explanation of the extra- 
ordinary and extravagant expenditure on the lighthouse on the Basses 
Rocks, at Ceylon. He read an account of the sums voted year 
after year for several years, amounting to £80,000 or £90,000, for this 
lighthouse; yet there was no lighthouse at all on the rocks, and he wished 
to know wi become of the money.—Mr. MitngR Gipson said 
attempts had been made to erect this lighthouse, but the great difficulties 
attending the undertaking had been underrated. In short, the money 
spent ad been thrown away. A lightbip had been moored off the reef, 
and would prove an economical substitute. 


CHINA, 

(2Qnd.) Colonel Syxxs asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether information had been received of the dismissal 
of Prince Kung from his office of President of the Board of Foreign Affairs 
at Pekicg, and as to who had been appointed his successor ;_ and whether 
official reports had been received from the diplomatic and consular 
authorities in China of the progress of the insurrection in several provinces 
at affecting the export and import trade of the country.—Mr. LaYarp 
Gould inform bis hon. friend that Prince Kuog had been appointed his 
‘own successor. The Government had received a telegram stating that 
he had been reinstated jn all his offices and was again Prime Minister. 








PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGATION 
COMP. 


‘The forty-ninth balf-yearly meeting was held on the Ist of June, at the 
offices of the company in Leadenhall-street; ARTHUR ANDERSON, Esq., in 
the chair. The following report was read by Mr. C. W. Howe 1, the 
secretary :— 

“The Bengal, which had been driven on shore at Calcutta by the 
lone, was dug out and floated on the 30th of December, and, as 
had not received any injury to bull or machinery, she was able at once 

to resume her place on the Calcutta and Suez line. This, and other 
operations and repairs resulting from the cyclone, although attended 
with considerable expense, have not proved so costly as was at first antici- 
pated. The Mongolia was launched onthe Ist of March, and the Tanjore 
‘on the 13th of April, and due progress is being made with the other ship 
on thestocks—the Surat. The China has been brought to London to 
receive new engines and boilers and a thorough overhaul and refit. The 
Nubia is undergoing a complete repair at Bombay, and the Granada at 
Hong Kong. The steam-tug Mazagon has been sold at Bombay. Notice 
was given ty the Postmaster-General, in December last, that it was the 
intention of the Government to terminate the existing contract for the 
Australian mail service on the date of its expiration—namely, the 12th of 
February, 1866 ; and in January last advertisements appeared inviting ten- 
dera for this service, to be sent in on the 10th of April. The directors 
aceordingly submitted their terms for a new contract, embracing either 
monthly service, a semi-monthly service, or a service under which, whether 
monthly or semi-monthly, the mails will be despatched on a fixed day of 
the week. The terms for a moathly service, carried on as at present, 
were £120,000 per annum ; for a semi-monthly service, £170,000 per 
annum; and as the despatch of the mails on’ a fixed day of the week 
would involve the annual performance of thirteen instead of twelve 
voyages each way, it was stipulated that the subsidy should be increased 
by one-twolfth in the event of that system being adopted. A reply has 
been received since this report was in type accepting the company’s terms 
generally, but on the understanding that, for the present, the service is to 
continue a monthly one, under the existing regulations as regards the 
dates of despatching the mails, In consequence of the desire expressed 
by the commercial communities both of this country and Western India 
for a more ftequent postal communication to and from Bombay, and for 
the establishment of a fixed day of the week for the despatch of the mails, 
the directors have it in contemplation to make some additional trips with 
extra ships between Bombay and Suez during the next busy passenger 
season, commencing in October, with a view to ascertain the lowest terms 
on which they might be able to undertake a permanent weekly service 
with that place, should such a measure be decided upon by Her Majesty's 
Government. |The company's operations since the termination of 
the last financial year, namely, September 30, 1864, have been con- 
siderably affected by the prevailing stagnation of business in India and 
China; and the falling off of silk freight homewards, coupled with the 
almost total cessation of specie shipments outwards, as compared with 
those of the two preceding years, will of necessity lead to a diminution 
in the balance of the revenue account at the end of the year. It should 
always be borne in mind by the shareholders that when adverse circum- 
stances may temporarily reduce the commercial traffic by the company’s 
steamers, the exigencies of the mail service deprive the directors of the 
power of contracting their operations in proportion, and thereby diminish- 
ing expenditure until trade may revive. They have reason to hope, 
however, that the worst of the dull period may have passed, and that the 
company’s business in the freight department may shortly become more 
tatisfactory. In the face of the circumstances referred to, the directors 
are nol, on this occasion, enabled to follow the course adopted at the half- 
yearly meetings in 1863 and 1964 of supplementing the dividend with 
an additional payment, and they accordingly recommend only the usual 
half-yearly dividend of 8} per cent., free of income-tax. The warrants 
for the half-year ending Slst March will be payable on the 23rd of June, 
and the proprietors of new shares are requested to take notice that the 
dividend will be calculated on £30 for the three months between Ist of 
October and 3ist of December, 1864, and on £35 for the three months 
between the Ist of January and the 31st of March, 1863.

full upon every important point that it was scarcely necessary for him to 
say anything in moving its adoption. 

‘Mr. Hapow, deputy-chairman, seconded the motion. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked what had been the cost of digging out the 
Bengal (which, it may be remembered, was driven on shore at Calcutta 
by the cyclone last autumn). 

The CuareMan could not say exactly, but it was considerably less than 
had been anticipated. The contract for digging her out was £11,000, but 
there would be other expenses in addition, At all events, the cost would 
be less than at the last meeting was expected. 

Mr. Jongs referred to the scheme of the Government to establish a 
transport fleet for the conveyance of troops to and from India, which he 
thought must militate against the interests of the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company. The proposal was, he understood, to raise a million of money 
for the purpose of carrying out that project ; but it appeared to him that, 
by using an inferior class of vessels, the Peninsular and Oriental Company 
could perform the service on terms which it would be worth the while of 
the Government to accept, and thus avoid an unnecessary outlay of capital. 
Referring to an invention for making ladies’ dresses uninflammable, he 
suggested that all the woodwork of the company’s fleet should be coated 
with the preparation as an additional security against fire. He also wished 
to know whether the competition of the French company did not operate 
injuriously against them in diminishing the freights of specie. 

The Cuainman, in reply, said that the question of carryia 
was one entirely with Her ir jjesty's Government, and not with the board 
of directors. The board had been guilty of no neglect in the matter, 
and when the subject was first mooted they had made a pro} to the 
Government to undertake the service, to which, bowever, they had not 
received any answer. The project of the Government was, he believed, 
to put five vessels, at a cost of £200,000 each, to carry on the service 
between Suez and India, the Government itself undertaking the transport. 
between this country and Alexandria. It was obvious that the Peninsu- 
lar and Oriental could not have undertaken the conveyance of troops as 
proposed without building new vessels, and consequently incurrin, 

large outlay of capital, and the first point to be considered was whether 
the terms that could be obtained from the Government would repay that 
outlay. With regard to painting the woodwork of the ships with a 
patent uninflammable wash, the directors had had many inventions 
Submitted to them for covering ships’ bottoms, and other things, 
and they had adopted all such improvements as upon full in- 
vestigation they thought would benefit the company; but with all 
respect to Mr, Jones, he might be allowed to suggest that a composition 
which might do very well for ladies’ bulk heads was not necessarily the 
best thing that could be applied to a ship. (A laugh.) No doubt the 
French company did take more specie, but it was chiefly to Egypt, and 
at a very low rate of freight, but the deficiency adverted to in the report 
arose chiefly from the stagnation of trade. At the next meeting he hoped 
they would be able to report an improvement in this respect, and 
generally a targer profit; but he hoped that in the meantime the share- 
holders would adopt the recommendation of the directors of making no 
payments in the shape of dividends, except out of profits actually realised. 

‘The motion was then put and adupted unanimously, and the dividend 
recommended—viz., 3} per cent. for the half-year, free of income-tax, 
payable on and after the 23rd inst—having been confirmed, a vote of 
thanks to the chairman and directors concluded the proceedings. 














THE NEW ORDER IN COUNCIL FOR CHINA AND 


JAPAN, 
(THE TIMES.) 

The Church of Rome undertakes to exercise a special superintendence 
over the disciples of her own faith in partibus infidelium; and even Mr. 
Jobn Stuart Nill, in his popular “ Essay upon Liberty,” excepts “ bar- 
barians” from the general right of free thought, and word, and will. The 
‘exception might seem to be detrimental to the general argument, since it 
would leave to Mr. Mill, or to the dogmatist who for the moment might 
stand in his shoes, the power of determining who are barbarians, and 
consequently who are persons entitled to liberty. But, in truth, this 
question, who is a barbarian? is a real, practical, everyday difficulty, 
When English subjects go abroad among civilized nations we surrender 
them to the protection and restraint of the laws of those nations, and if 
they happen to be hanged, secundum legem terra, we take no thought 
about it. But if they go among “ barbarians,” where it may happen that 
they are scalped, impaled, or cut to picces upon crosses for no crime 
known to Christendom, then we consider it necessary to follow the errant 
Briton all through the barbarian territory with the protection of British 
law, and also to restrain him by the terror of civilised punishments. This 
is both in theory and in practice a matter of great difficulty. In the 
first place, we have no right, according to the ordinary law of 
claim any special exemption for an Englishman from the la 
natives with whom he voluntarily dwells, among whom he has perhaps in- 
truded himself ; and, secondly, we have very imperfect means of follow- 
ing the occasionally eccentric course of those of our countrymen who do 
go among barbarians, and, indeed, we are very likely not to see their 
offences, and not to be in a position to punish their crimes. Our law 
has dealt with this subject in a vague and tentative manner. It does not 
declare that Queen Victoria shall have jurisdiction to set up courts and 
punish offences in the Empire of China, or the territory of Abyssinia, 
or in the Empire of Turkey, for we have no. more right toclaim such a 
jurisdiction, except so far as we have extorted it by treaty, than we have 
to claim it in France or Spain, But our British Parliaments, like 
ancient Popes, have given our Queen a quasi right of conquest over all 
barbarians. Parliament has enacted that ‘it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her 
Majesty has or may have in any couatry or place out of Her Majesty's 
dominions, in as ample a manner as if Her Majesty bad acquired such 
poner by the cession or conquest of territory.” For the purpose, there 
fore, of exercising judicial authority over her own subjects in China and 
Japan Queen Victoria is by our law in precisely the same position as if 
she had conquered those two Empires. 
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This explanation may, perhaps, be necessary to some persons before 
they are able to comprehend the purpose of a very long and closely 
printed Order in Council, recently published. By this Order the Queen 
‘of England establishes a Supreme Court, with a Judge, an Assistant~ 
Judge, and a Law Secretary, in a suburb of the Emperor of China’s city 
of Shanghai, and also establishes a series of Provincial Courts throughout 
the two Empires of China and Japan. Queen Victoria is, in fact, doing 
in the Empires of China and Japan, and in a judicial way, precisely what 
the Pope and Cardinal Wiseman did some time since in an ecclesiastical 
way in this benighted land of England. We, who are an excitable people, 
were very angry and called it Papal Aggression; the Chinese, who are 
not an excitable but a remarkably practical people, are not likely to be at 
all angry. Neither step was perhaps very complimentary, either to us as 
heretics, or to the Chinese as barbarians; but as our Supreme Court ob- 
tains the power to try capital offences, the possible spectacle of a man 
hanged by a Court of English jurisdiction within a dependency upon the 
Imperial city of Shanghai will be a more startling exercise of foreign 
jurisdiction than any which was likely to be offered by an Archbishop of 

festminster. We have tested, by an instance familiar to ourselves, this 
exercise of English prerogative in two foreign States in order that our 
readers may more easily comprehend its very exceptional nature, and by 
no means for any purpose of unfavourable criticism. It is a measure 
which has become absolutely necessary for the preservation of peace and 
for the protection of our own good name in China and Japan. It is what 
we have been ourselves urging forward upon every recurring occasion of 
some unpunished outrage committed by an European upon Chinese 
victims. Henceforward we may hope that there will be some real protec- 
tion for the native Chinese against the predatory violence of the European 
adventurers who make marauding incursions into the country, and even 
against the more respectable European traveller who fires oif his shotted 
guns to frighten the market-boats out of his way. Henceforward every 
Consular Court is to bea Provincial Court armed with power to try ci 
cases up fo a moderate amount, and to take cognisance of mis- 
deroeanours, and punish, with or without assessors or jurymen, to the 
extent of twelve months’ imprisonment. In addition to this, as we read 
the Order, every Provincial Court may, in case of a grave offence coming 
before it, be rendered for the occasion a branch of the Supreme Court— 
the Judge or Assistant-Judge attending to preside at the trial, If we are 
right in this interpretation, it is a very important alteration of the old 
tem ; for if it had been necessary to try every grave offence at Shang- 
hai, a murder at Nagasaki would have been as unpunishable under the 
‘new as it was under the old system. We fear, however, that the Order in 
Council has been somewhat loosely drawn in this respect, and that the 
absolute right of a rehearing before the Judge of the Supreme Court 
after any decision by the Assistant-Judge may tend to create complications 
under Which great criminals may still escape punishment. It is satis- 
factory to know, however, that so far as British subjects are concerned, a 
written Code has now been put forth, to which the Chinese and Japanese 
authorities may appeal when crimes they are not allowed to punish are 
committed. Crimes which are capital in England are capital also before 
the Supreme Court of Shanghai, and other crimes and offences which 
have their punishment here are to be visited with a like punishment there 
—subject, of course, to the Royal prerogative of mercy, and in cases of 
death to a confirmation by the Crown, acting by its Minister resident in 
the country. 

‘There are, however, certain special offences introduced into the juris- 
diction of the Supreme and Provincial British Courts of China and 
Japan which do not obtain in England, but are especially required by the 
circumstances of thesm countries, The punishments affixed to these 
offences cannot be too soon known to the persons whom they are likely to 
concern. Acts of individuals, which have been most fruitful in contentions 
and little hostilities, and even great wars in the Chinese and Japanese 
waters, have beeu outrages on persons or property ; contraventions, com- 
monly with violence, of the Customs’ regulations of the Chinese; forcing 
trade at forbidden ports in Japan ; and insults offered to the ceremonies 
and religion of the people. Outrages on persons and property are now 
sufficiently provided for. Contraventions of Customs’ regulations are still 
Jeft unpunished, and it is an omission in the new scheme that the Pro- 
vincial Court is not directed to protect the Chinese officers of Customs 
in the execution of their duty. The framers of this order scem deter- 
mined, however, to avoid future disputes with Japan, since they give power 
to punish with two years’ imprisonment and 10,000 dollars’ fine, and 
seizure of his vessel, any British subject altempting to furce trade with 
Japan at other than the treaty ports. Another very important provision 
enables the Minister resident in China to frame regulations fur the 
government of British subjects in China, and impose fine and three 
months’ imprisonment as the penalty of disobedience. This is 
the most doubtful part of the Order. It is true that these re- 
gulations are supposed to be referred home to receive the assent 
of the Secretary of State; but as there is an exception in cases of exi- 
gency there is reason to fear that the power will afford too wide a scope 
for the too active meddling of diplomacy, and bring us periodical crops of 
mercantile grievances from the East, Some such power is undoubtedly 
necessary to exist, but it will be contrary to all experience if in this form 
it be found to work well. A much more certainly expedient provision 
is that which denounces against any British subject who shall take service 
either with or against the Emperor of China, two years’ imprisonment, 
5,000 dollars fine, and perpetual deportation. One other special enact- 
ment requires to be noted. It is that which ordains that any British 
subject publicly deriding, mocking, or insulting any religious ceremony, 
service, orfeast in China or Japan, shall be liable to summary sentence, 
to imprisonment with or without hard labour for any period not exceeding 
two years. It isa useful and a necessary threat; but it is strange that 
perpetual deportation, which would be a remedy as well as a punishment, 
is in this case omitted. 

Upon the whole, this very comprehensive scheine of judicature {has 
been well drawn up, and the yreat and multifarious subjects it compre- 
hends have been treated with much ability. We have indicated some 
particulars in which we think it might be improved, and in which 
it will be found faulty in working. The great necessity, however, is that 
it should be supplemented by some arrangement for combined action 









































among the Treaty Powers, The immediate effect of the promulgation 
of this Order at Shanghai will be that the “rowdies” of the East will de 
clare themselves Americans, or Portuguese, or Germans, according to cir= 
cumstances, but will always declare, notwithstanding the registry, that they 
are not British subjects. ‘The new Order is an important step; but to 
render the object certain and the remedy complete we must go further. 
If one Treaty Power can erect this complete judicial hierarchy in the 
territories of independent States, all others may do so. Is it not 
possible for all the Treaty Powers to combine to have one 
Supreme Court and one set of Provincial Courts, whereof there may be 
ditlerent Judges, if they please, and different laws administered to different 











j Suitors, according to their nationalities, but whereof the jurisdiction asa 


Court might be universal over all foreigners claiming exemption from 
Chinese and Japanese tribunals? This Court would spread a net large 
enough to catch all the European vagabonds ; but now, while each nation 
makes its separate cast, the worst fish of prey escape between the little 
independent nets. No doubt, however, there are difficulties in the way of 
such an arrangement as this, We can only hope that some general 
scheme may ultimately be perfected, and, meanwhile, thank our own 
Government for the step now taken ‘to clear our national conscience 
before the face of our barbarian allies. 








THE CHINESE CUSTOMS’ ESTABLISHMENT. 
(tHE Times.) 

A report, which has been prepared by Mir. Hart, Inspector General of 
Maritime Customs in China, gives an interesting account of the origin 
and progress of a foreign customs’ establishment in China. The manner 
in which vative officials have been wont to transact customs business at 
the Chinese ports is this:—Chinese vessels are licensed for the coasting 
trade, and the tariffs generally amount to about 10 per cent., the customs” 
duties of a port would be assigned to a person holding some other 
Government office in the locality, and so farmed as to hold him respon- 
sible for thecollection of a specificamount, with liberty to retain any surplus ; 
in the absence of a strict supervision, or under an established official 
laxity, each subordinate having to pay for his place, lies to his superior, 
and ‘makes as good a purse as he can for himself, The merchants have 
to make the best bargain they can with the offici: and the 
Government do not get half the duties really paid. Now in 1854, when 
Shanghai seemed virtually lost to the Imperial Government, inextricable 
confusion arose in relation to the customs, and, in fact, the collection 
of duties passed from the hands of the Chinese for atime. Spasmodic 
attempts were once or twice made by an office that was very insufficiently 
recognised, but ships constantly left the port without paying a farthing of 
duties, the Consuls taking from the merchants bonds, whch were considered 
of questionable validity. Eventually it was arranged that the office of 
customs should be re-opened under its proper chief, the Taoutae, but that 
it should be placed under the inspection of foreigners representing the 
three treaty Powers—England, France, and the United States. This in~ 
spectorate was in the first instance a foreign Governmental measure, which 
relieved Consuls from the necessity of undertaking responsibilities in regard. 
to the clearance of foreign ships, and protected honest merchants from the 
uncontroiled acts of bad men, at the same time securing the revenue for the 
Imperial Government. It became more and more a Chinese institution, and 
when the treaties of Tien-tsin were concluded in 1858, it was arranged, 
in order to insure uniformity of treatment for the merchants at all the 
ports, to extend the scheme to all the places opened to trade. Accord~ 
ingly, the foreign inspectorate is now represented at 14 ports, and employs 
in various capacities some 400 foreigners and about 1,000 Chinese. It 
met with much hostility from the old Executive, who saw in itan invincible 
obstacle to the “ doctoring ” of accounts, and it was not altogether welcomed 
by many who had grown accustomed to compounding for duties and noc- 
turnal “running” of cargoes; but opposition has gradually died away. 
The inspectorate has an establishment at Peking, where juniors on 
first appomtment study Chinese, in preparation for work at the 
ports; and it is now very generally treated as a branch of 
the Chinese public service, and regarded as naturally growing 
out of the new relations in which China finds herself through 
the treaties entered into with foreign Powers. At each office there is one 
inspector, or commissioner of customs, representing the three treaty 
Powers, with assistants under him of various nationalities; at the head is 
‘an inspector-general, appointed by the Chinese Foreign-office. ‘This 
inspectorate has secured for the State funds never dreamt of before 
and substituted for corrupt and inefficient offices an honest and 
clfective revenue administration, placing all and every trader upon 
the same footing, It has also assisted the Chinese in fulfilling 
with advantage to. themselves the obligations into which they 
entered by treaty; with trade at more than a dozen ports, and 
firms numbered by the hundred, an interdependency of obligations has 
grown up which could only be met by the operation of such a uniform 
and efficient system as the inspectorate. In fact, without it the only re- 
source would have been to do away with import and export duties alto: 
gether, and then allow the officials in the interior full swing for local taxa- 
ton; and how that would have answered is easily guessed. ‘The more 
intimate nature of the relations into which the members of the inspectorate 
have been brought with Chinese officials conduces not alittle to lead 
those officials to understand foreigners better, and to clear away much of 
the suspicion and dislike with which they regarded them; and thus the 
tendeney is to remove the positivn of foreigners from the support on 
which it has hitherto been based—force and might, and to place it on one 
that promises better for the future, and which, though at first nothing 
more than a mere assent to the existing state of affairs, may in time change 
into an appreciation of, if not a welcome to the foreigner. The juxta~ 
position of an honest administration is making itself felt; end through 
the inspectorate, more perhaps than through any other means, does there 
appear to be an opening for the introduction of sundry reforms and useful 
ideas, It is gradually leading the Chinese mind in the direction of pro- 
perly salaried official establishments ; and any step in that direction will 
go lar to do away with the canker that preys on the very vitals of the 
country, and the multitudinous suflerings and malpractices that are its 
concomitants. The inspectorate will have finished its work when it shall 
have produced a native administration as honest and efficient to replace it.

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BRITISH JURISDICTION IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Her Masesty’s Order in Council for the exercise of juris. 
diction in China and Japan is now published, and proves to he 
a document of much more importance to British subjects in 
those countries than the extension merely of judicial courts to 
the open ports. It contains twenty-three articles, divided into 
one hundred and sixty-five clauses, treating in detail upon every 
judicial, political, and social relation affecting our fellow-country- 
men in the Far Kast—it is, in fact, a vade mecum for the 
guidance of Englishmen, whether resident or non-resident, who 
venture to trade, or otherwise come into contact with the Chinese 
and Japanese, and which no man so doing should be without. 
In the concise form of forty-two small octavo pages, it com- 
prises all the important clauses of previous Orders in Council— 
eleven on China, and four on Japan, besides five Hong Kong 
ordinarnces—all of which are repealed from the commencement 
of this Order. Henceforth these troublesome, and in many: re- 
spects contradictory ordinances are null and void, and their 
objectionable clauses wiped out, If for no other cause than the 
abrogation of the “ Neutrality ” ordinance, passed by the Legis- 
lature of Hong Kong in January, 1855, this Order in Council is 
of the greatest importance, as that Act stultified the operations of 
Her Magesty’s forces during the Taiping rebellion. By this 
Order, Article VI., if any British subject aid or abets any 
person carrying ou war, insurrection, or rebellion against the 
E:operor of Cutvya, or takes part in any operation of war in 
his service (without the QvEEN’s license), is liable to be 
punished to the extent of two years’ imprisonment, with or 
without a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars, But the chief 
feature in this Imperial manifesto is the withdrawal of judicial 
power from the colony of Hong Kong, as a court of appeal to the 
consular courts in China and Japan, and its transfer to the settle- 
ment of Shanghai. While we sco on the one hand a British colony 
with its gubernatorial, executive, legislative, judicial and civil 
functionaries, with their courts, departments, and parapher- 
nalia, shorn of the chief power that gave it statvs in China ; 
on the other hand we find a mere setélement, occupied by land- 
reuters from the native authorities, raised to the supreme 
centre of legal power, not only in China but Japan. ‘This is 
the greatest blow that could be levelled at the supremacy of 
Hong Kong ; and foreshadows the probability of what is called 
the “ Euglish Concession” at Shanghai, becoming at no distant 
date a Jona fide British possession, with its governor and 
councils, iustead of its present hermaphrodite municipal ad- 
ministration, Be that as it may, the Supreme Court of Hong 
is doomed to dwindle down to a very limited jurisdiction, and 
its remunerative business to be henceforth greatly curtailed. 
It may take cognizance of offences committed by British sub- 
jects at Macao, or civil cascs which have originated there, but 
it has no power to issue warrant or writ beyond its rocky shore, 
and its former jurisdiction in the ports of China and Japan, as 
emphatically stated in Clause 16C, shall, “from the commencement 
© of this Order, absolutely cease.” In future the Supreme Court | 
for China and Japan will sit at Shanghai; and its judicial 
power will alone determine all civil and criminal matters between 
British subjects themselves, or when they come into collision 
with the native inhabitants or the citizens and subjects of other 
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tained intact, but it is specially mentioned in the XVII. Art. 
that “Rules affecting the conduct of civil suits shall beso framed 
“ as to secure, as far as may be, that cases shall be decided on 
« their merits according to substantial justice, without excessive 
“ regard to technicalities of pleading or procedure and without 
“unnecessary delay.” It is to be hoped that his honour Sir 
Epuunp Hornsy will give especial effect to this clause, as the 
Supreme Court at Hong Kong was notorious as an arena for 
legal quibbles to frustrate the ends of justice ; especially if a 
Chinaman was in the case, so that in the eyes of the natives it 
was considered not much better than their own courts, and they 
are dens of intimidation and corruption. According to this 
Order, not only may these and other foreigners institute an 
action against British subjects, but they can demand their com- 
pulsory attendance, to give evidence in other tribunals, under 
a penalty not exceeding $500, or imprisonment for one month. 
This is a step in the right direction, and if carried out 
with vigour and impartiality will tend greatly to raise our 
character for even-handed justice in the eyes of these oppressed 
people. In the same spirit the XI. Art. provides for the punish- 
ment of offences against religion, or insults to religious insti- 
tutions and their professors; or even committing any act 
which tends to bring such into hatred, ridicule, or contempt, 
and thereby provoke a breach of the public peace, under a 
penalty of imprisonment not exceeding two years, with or 
without hard labour, and a fine of five hundred dollars, at the 
discretion of the court. This may be considered by some an 
unusually stringent provision in the Order, but it is only just 
towards the sacred feelings of tho people among whom we have 
thrust ourselves unwillingly; and it is to be hoped that it will 
curb the conduct of those young men who wantonly treat the 
inoffensive Chinese and their temples as if they were dogs and 
kennels. It is not necessary that offenders in the outlying 
ports should be sent to the Supreme Court for such petty 
offences, but they may be apprehended, tried, and punished in 
the provincial courts. These will be presided over by the 
consuls or vice-copsuls at the open ports, who will be em- 
powered to hold such courts by the Supreme Judge at Shanghai ; 
in whom is centred all discretionary power as to the appoint- 
ment or regulation of the duties of his subordinates. His 
coadjutor, the Assistant-Judge, only acts in cases that are sub- 
mitted to him by his superior, while the judge has power to 
attach any consul or officer of a consulate to his court. At 
the same time he has no power to remove the Assistant-Judge 
or Law Secretary, who, like himself, are appointed by Her 
Masesty under her Royal sign manual. The chief duty of the 
last-mentioned officer is to act as registrar of the court; but 
he may hear and determine cases of summary jurisdiction. As 
to the powers of the court and its functionaries, these extend 
to every class of civil and criminal cases. It is a court of 
law, equity, bankruptcy, admiralty, coroner, lunacy, matrimonial 
causes, probate and administration, while its jurisdiction exe 
tends a hundred miles out at sea, where offenders may be cap- 
tured in British, Chinese, or Japanese vessels, and tried as if 
the crimes they committed had been done on shore, A. 
regular jury list will be made up at Shanghai, restricted to 
persons having an income of $250 a-year, except civil, military, 
and naval officers, clergymen, lawyers, and doctors. A jury 
will consist of five jurors, who must be ‘unanimous in their 
verdict. Assessors, as at present, will act in this capacity 
at the provincial courts. Capital crimes, however, can 
only be tried by jury; and sentence of death must be en- 
dorsed by the British Minister at Peking, who hes power 
to commute that sentence to any other punishment he may 
deem sufficient. To complete this comprehensive jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court at Shanghai, the “ finisher of the law,” 
will be Her Masesty’s Consul; who will have all the powers 
and authorities of the sheriff of a county in England, with all 
the privileges and immunities of the office, Thus has great 
Britain established on the unceded territory of the Earezror of 
Curva, a complete epitome of the laws that rule her glorious 
constitution ; and it is to be hoped that, in the administration 
of those laws, the judges of the court will show to the native 
authorities the high integrity of principle as woll as honour 
that guides our ministers of justice, as hitherto has been dis- 
played by our plenipotentiaries, generals and admirals, in the 
prosecution of our belligerent rights. There are other points 
in this notable Order in Council, which are worthy of remark, 
touching specially ou Japan, and the registration of British 
subjects, wich we reserve to auother opportunity. Meanwhile 
it myst be cous:dered that the Japangse courts come yuder

Colonial Office List for 1865, by Anraor N. Birca and 
‘Wiu1aM Rosrsox, of the Colonial Office. Harrison, Pall Mall. 
—This is the fourth publication, to be continued annually, of a 
collection of information of the most useful and indeed invalu— 
able kind to all persons connected with the British colonies 
either by official, commercial, residential, or natal ties. The 
title-page tells us that it contains “historical and statistical 
information respecting the colonial dependencies of Great 
Britain, with an account of the services of the principal officers 
of the several colonial Governments.” When we say that this 
hand-book extends to 228 octavo pages, a majority of them 
printed in double columns, some opinion may be formed of the 
vast amount of intelligence comprised in the volume, which, 
as may be judged from the position of its authors, is compiled 
under the sanction of the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
After two or three preliminary pages devoted to the consti- 
tution of the Colonial Office, we come to the colonies them- 
selves, arranged alphabetically, with a brief narrative of the 
history of each, a short account of its climate and productions, 
and a condensed analysis of its political constitution ; for as 
the majority of these dependencies are ours by treaty, and 
retain their old laws as the basis of their administration, the 
number of forms of Government belonging to them is almost 
equal to the number of the Governments themselves, Each 
colony presents us with a list of its governors from its firgt 
settlement or conquest, going back, in the case of the Bermudas, 
to the year 1612; then alist of the present officers on its 
civil, military, judicial, and financial establishmcnts, with the 
salary attached to the office; and lastly, a statement of the 
Imports and Exports, and Revenue aud Expenditure, since the 
year 1856. These particulars, many of them to be obtained, 
we fancy, in no other political or statistical collection, are 
followed by “the Rules and Regulations for Her Majesty’s 
Colonial Service, compiled by the Secretary of State's directions 
in 1856 ;” and last of all there is “a statement of the ser- 
vices of those persons now living who have held, or are now 
holding, any important office under the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies.” Three names, from a column chosen at hap- 
hazard, will show the way in which this part of the task is 
performed 

Meller, H. Barrister of the Middle Temple, 1840; member of

SCINDE, PUNJAUB, AND DELHI BANK (LIMITED). 

The fourth half- yearly meeting of shareholders was held on the 30th May, 
at the London Tavern; W. P. ANDREW, Esq., in the chair. The report, 
which will be found in another column, was taken as read. 

The CHaraman, in moving its adoption, said that although it was not 
so gratifying as they could wish, the directors could not have exercised 
more energy or caution than they had done in conducting the business, 
and it might be some alight consolation to know that the losses they had 
incurred were not by any means so large as those which other Eastern 
banks had suffered ; in short, all the bills they bad in suspense put to~ 
gether were not equal in amount to the suspense bills held by one of the 
other banks upon one house. He desired to conceal nothing from the 
proprietors; on the contrary, he wished to lay before them the full extent 
of the losses ; at the same time he must be allowed to say that their mis- 
fortunes had arisen from causes over which they had no control, and he 
had no doubt if their confidence in the directors was continued that they 
would be enabled to retrieve the past, and make the bank a most succest~ 
fal and flourishing institution. ‘There were proposals under consideration 
for strengthening the bank, enlarging the scope of its operations, and 
giving to it what it had not yet had—a proper and efficient local manage= 
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ment, He was not himself a banker, nor was he acquainted with all the 
details of banking business, but he possessed a competent knowledge of 
commercial affairs in the Exst generally, and was able to speak with con- 
fidence of the future prospects of the institution, provided they had effi- 
cient local managers to work out the details on the spot on the principles 
which the board here laid down. Such was the high character of the bank 
that, notwithstanding the losses they had incurred, offers had been made 
to them for an arrangement or amalgamation with other institutions of a 
similar character, of a nature which, if the negotiations were successful, 
must necessarily add to the stability and ensure the prosperity of the 
Sctode Bank. ‘They sent out positive instructions to the managers of the 
several branches to curtail their operations, and if those instructions had 
been attended to, the total of their losses would not have exceeded 
£5,000. But they were not—the managers in India said, ‘« We must 
do as the other banks do,” and when they were reprimanded for it they 
resigned, and at once obtained appointments in other financial establish- 
ments at largely increased salaries, those who had been paid in this bank 
£1,000 or £1,200 a year obtaining £2,000 or £2,500. As he had said, 
the total losses ascertained up to the end of the year were included in 
the present account, but since that period other large losses had occurred, 
by no means, however, equal to the depreciation which had taken place 
in the value of the shares. The directors had narrowly scrutinised all 
the tranegctions of the bank, and the result was that instead of there being 
a loss of £8 or £4 per share, as the depreciation would lead them to sup- 
pose, it was not more than £1 a share at the outside upon the entire 
capital.—Mr. F. W. Russet, M.P., seconded the motion.—Mr. Mac- 
KINNOR, a director, offered some further explanations, showing that be 
had such confidence in the concern that fe had recently purchased 
shares, and had given bis broker instruction to buy more if they should 
be in the market. The rate of profit, he admitted, had hitherto been totally 
inadequate to the risk run. The directors retiring by rotation were re- 
elected, and a cordial vote of thanks to the chairman and the other 
directors terminated the business,

Monetary and Commercial, 
—o— 

There have been no important failures since the last mail, 
but the alarming telegrams from India of failures, and even of 
Bank failures, keep the City in a constant ferment. The reduo- 
tion of the duty on tea came into operation on the 1st, and the 
clearances from bond on that day amounted to nearly five million 
pounds, giving 8 more pleasant tone to the market. The de- 
liveries for the month will most probably reach twenty 
millions, With the present low rates, the consumption 
amongst the poorer classes must largely increase—that is, 
when the grocers in the country give them the benefit—and 
on this point much remains to bedone. It is lamentable that 
80 Yauch ohicanery can exist in the retailiug of this great 
boon, Notwithstanding the low rates that have ruled during 
the past six months, to the ruin of the importers, the great 
mass of the population have been paying the old prices, There 
is @ most unaccountable freemasonry existing amongst the 
shopkeepers, utterly inconsistent with the healthy competition 
which pervades all business in this country. The man who 
would establish a depot injevery town for the sale of tea, only, 
would do more to benefit the trade and the population gene- 
rally than any efforts in Mincing-lane. Not only is a gross 
overcharge inflicted, but the article is itself handled so badly 
(to say nothing of adulteration) that one-half the virtue is lost 
to the.consumer. For instance, the most popular method is 
for the grocer to empty his original package into a compart- 
ment of his shop-window, there to swelter in company with 
other commodities. 

The meeting of the Scinde, Punjaub, and Delhi Bank Cor- 
poration took place the 30th May, when the directors’ report, 
which will be found in another column, was adopted. 

Mr, William James Youell, of the Commercial Bank Cor- 
poration of India and the East, has been appointed General 
Manager of “The London and Bombay Bank and General 
Financial and Insurance Agency Corporation (Litited).” 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Woodhouse, 
Kerrich, and Cy., and, resulting thereftotn, of Messrs. Fulcher, 
Cooper, and Co., in the East India trade. ‘The liabilities are 
not large. 

The last batch of bills on India for thirty lacs rupees were 
offered by Government un the 7th. ‘he allotments were— 
Rs, 19.67.747 on Calcutta, 9.15.000 on Bombay, and 25.000 
on Madras, The Government mimimum was fixed at 1s. 10}d. 
on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s, 10$d. on Bombay. 

Tho Bull introduced by the Government to amend the law of 
partnership has just been printed, as amended in committee, 
and the following isa condensation of its clauses: — 

“1. The advance of money by way of loan to a person in any trade 
upon a contract in writing that the lender shall receive a rate of interest 











varying with the profits, or shall receive a share of the profits, shall not, 
of itself, constitute the lender a partner, or render bim responsible as 


such. 
“2. No contract for the remuneration of a servant or agent of any 


person engaged in any undertaking by a share of the profits shall, of itself, 
render such servant or agent responsible as a partner, nor give him the 
rights of a partner. 

3. No person being the widow or child of the deceased partner of a 
trader, and receiving by way of annuity a portion of the profits made by 
such trader in his business, shall, by reason only of such receipt, be deemed 
to be a partner or subject to any liabilities. 

«<4. No person receiving by way of annuity or otherwise a portion of 
the profits of any business, in consideration of the sale by him of the 
goodwill of such business, shall, by rcason only of such receipt, be deemed 
to be a partner or subject to liabilities. 

«5, [In the event of any such trader being adjudged bankrupt, o 
entering into an arrangement to pay his creditors less than twenty shil- 
lings in the pound, or dying insolvent, the lender of any such loan shall 
not be entitled to recover any portion of his principal, or of the profits or 
interest payable in respect of such loan, nor shail any such servant or 
agent, or such widow or child, or such vendor of a goodwill, as aforesaid, 
be entitled to recover any such profits as aforesaid until the claims of 
other creditors for valuable consideration in money or moncy’s worth have 
been satisfied.” 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month and four months 
ended the 30th April show a rather considerable decline in the 
value of exports, which is to be attributed chiefly to the falling 
off in wool and woollen manufactures, but as regards other 
articles the changes are not of much importance. The 
total declared value of exports for the month last past was 
£12,071,111, against £13,225,039 in 1864, and £11,897,177 
in 1863, being a decrease on the first-named period of 
£1,153,928, but an increase over the latter of £173,934, For 
the four months of the present year the total was £47,706,818 ; 
for 1864, £49,892,420 ; and for 1863, £39,458,381, showing 
a decline of £2,185,602 as compared with 1864, but an in- 
crease of £8,248,437 as contrasted with 1863. The 
chief variations as regards exports have been an increase 
in beer and ale, coals and culm, cotton manufactures, 
haberdashery and millinery, linen manufactures, machinery 
and seed oil; but a decrease in alkali, cotton yarn, earthenware, 
linen yarn, metals, silk manufactures, spirits,’ wool, woollen 
and worsted yarn, and woollen manufactures. As respects im- 
ports, an increase is exhibited in clocks and watches, guano, 
raw silk, tallow, wool, woollen manufactures, tea, and tobacco. 
On the other hand, there has been a falling off in raw cotton, 
flax and hemp, leather manufactures, flax seed and linseed, 
cocoa, coffee, spirits, sugar, timber, and wine.’ Our commerce 
with the Far East, as far as distinctively returned, is repre-

2d. for good common to 
fair, and 1s. 3d. to 1s.5d. for medium; Is. 6d. to Is. 7d. per Ib. for fine.

Sitx.—The sudden termination of the American war coupled with 
bad accounts of the European racolta, led to a very active demand for 
Silk during May, and prices of all descriptions have advanced consider- 
ably.

Japan Silk has been eagerly sought after, and the quotations 
for Mibash are extravagantly high. ‘The deliveries for the month mark 
the effect of high pees being only 2,164 bales of China, and 1,009 
bales of Japan. ngal Silk bas been in good demand during {the 
month, and fully participated in the general improvement. Italian 
has not been much inquired for, manufacturers here being generally 
well supplied, but prices contique to creep up. Accounts of the Euro- 
pean crop are as usual somewhat conflicting, Japan seed of this year's 
importation does well everywhere, and especially in Lombardy, where the 
quantity was large, but the reproduced seed of last season isnot so succes 
ful, and of all other descriptions there are more or less complaints ; alto- 
gether, the result is scarcely expected to equal that of last year. 

Corrow.—The market, after a brief pause, the consequence of a fall 
of 10 percent. in the New York market, which is now the barometer, 
speedily recovered its tone, when it was seen by the succeeding mail that 
no further decline bad taken place, middling Uplands being steady at 
50 cents—a price still beyond that ruling on this side.
